1. Resolved, T hat the declarations of 
the fao's and apprehensions in the .said 
memorial [to the PrcsM ent f<.p troops] 
is not true in any particular, .ami we, 
the people of illontgnmery, do dofv, an 
investigation into said alleged facts, 
feelinu satisfied that they are not estab­ 
lished by any evidence in the archives 
o f the Executive ofliee, or in the deela- 
rations’of the chief Magistrate of the 
State. 
2. Rceolccd, T hat we the people of 
MontiTOinery, do solemnly declare our 
conviction, from evidence existing a- 
round us and within our knowlfMlge, and 
from evideneo received from ail .s' ctions 
of the ^State from reliable autboritv, 
.th a t the people of this State were, never 
•more peaceably disposed than at pre.sont. 
and never more ready to render prompt 
•obedianco to the oxistin" laws. 
3. Resolved, That the s.aid memorial 
is prompted,by a partisan spirit, which, 
for the temporary success of a certain 
policy cr party, would wreck the pros­ 
perity of the State,' and plunge it into 
-the horrors of civil war. 
4. Resolved, T hat the people of .-Ma 
baasa, although knowln.i tho roetituJe 
of their intentions, and fearing no mo- 
lestation from an army of United States 
troops, would protest against the intio- 
dueticn of such an army into our midsi 
a violation of the Constitution of the 
United States and as an un.iust im puta­ 
tion upon our character and conduct. 
5. Resolved, T hat we cordially en­ 
dorse the letter of (Jen. R. E. Lee .and 
0‘h ersin reply to Gen. llosccrans, ain! 
do solemnly declaro our belief that the 
sentiments of Ehat letter are the senti­ 
ments of the people; and that we are 
peaceable and iaw abiding, and will do 
nothing, and will countenance nothing 
in others, tending to domestic violence. 
6. R ‘‘solved, That the'm en compos­ 
ing the Legislature which lias drawn’ up 
this monstrous indictment against a 
whole people, are, for the most part slan­ 
ders on tbe State, and were voted for at 
an election-in which a majority of the 
adult males of the State did not partici­ 
pate, and that the failure of the people 
to participate in said election was due, 
not to an approval of the men who were 
afterwards falsely decl-arod to have been 
elected- but to the pledge of Congress 
that non-voting would be (i]^vivalent to 
voting against them. 
7. Resolved, That the said legislators 
do not repres'ont the p-ooplo, 
but do 
grossly misrepresent them, are lobbinjr 
thorn of their mo:iey by extravagant 
appropriations, are wastin.i the public 
treasury upon the vilest of tho commu­ 
nity, are endeavoring to deprive tho 
people of the ballot, and arc breaking 
down their commerce and credit by en­ 
acting the slanders w'hich have not the 
slightest foundation in truth; that a 
Legislature which would relieve one of 
its members of the penalties of felony, 
and another of the pen-alty of bia'aniy, 
and which would attem pt to cheat the 
people out of an election for President, 
is capable of perpetrating even greater 
outrages than tho adoption of tho said 
memorial.

when lie can get to Stewart’s palatial 
store ? 
B ut a pioor young lawyer has, 
of all others, the hardest time.

can get no opportunity of showing bis 
abilities, and tho few clients that ho can 
boast- uf, arc u.s«al)y poor and unable to 
pay him fec.s. 
Bruin work is always 
poorly paid, but from al! r.ccnania, it 
Las been so frum th.c dawn cf history. 
Tory nuoi; I f'.'lt lemp.ted to rcliufpnish 
my profeS.sion, and seek some mercantile 
situation, the- sniary of which would at 
least support mo in decency.

“ Tom Peters bus murdered father, 
and as you were father’s lawyer, last 
year. I want you to go down there with 
me, and look into this business. 
Como 
along, sir, and you must be sure to liavc 
Peters hung,” was ropiiod in a (juick 
and positive tono of voice, so vcri/ earn­ 
est and decided, as to cause mo fo give 
her face and form a more scrutinizing 
look than I had given before 
She was a brunette in complexion— 
tall for her ago— with very black eyes, 
a mass of curls clUsteriag around her 
neck, and a very pretty luouth; but, 
there was- a look and air of ro.tolution 
about her I had rarely seen in a female 
face. 
She would have been pronounced 
liiindsomc by the mogt fastidious‘judge 
of beauty; and, as I did not .assume to 
be one. I, of course, pronounced her 
b(?autifal for a girl. 
Drawing on niy overcoat, I accompa­ 
nied her to Kalph’s grocery— tho -scene 
of tho tragedy. 
I found that the coro­ 
ner had completed his investigations, 
aiid was drawing up a commitment for 
Peters. 
H e briefly informed me that 
Jesse Rivers had boon wontonly and 
brutally murdered by Peters, in conse­ 
quence of some light jest, which he had 
broken upon him, in the bar-room.— 
Telling Rivers’s daughters that Peters 
would be committed” to await his trial, 
and that'nothing more could bc'done at 
present, I gladly left the dirty bar-room, 
where Rivers lay stark and dabbled in 
gore, and hastenod back to my office 
and my ill-humored fire. 
Peters was a ■wealthy, but dissipated 
young man; and had earned an unenvia- 
bly notoriety, from having been impli­ 
cated in several disgraceful brawls.— 
Flis chief associates were low gamblers 
and eoartcsau.s, with whom he led a 


riotous life, and upon whom he squan­ 
dered his money. 
Rivera had been a 
noted gambler, and for several years 
past had lived in habits of daily intimacy 
with Potora-^whom ho had initialed in­ 
to the art.a atui mysteries of gambling. 
The father of Peters—a well-known 
and prosperous merchant—spared nei­ 
ther money nor pains to fetch l^im off 
scathless from iho trial. 
Venal presses 
laborad to soften tho facta of tho case, 
and to paint Rivets as a desperado and 
sharper of tho first water, who had boon 
a notorious corrupter of youth, and tho 
terror of peaceable citizens for years,- 
They even hinted pretty broadly that 
Peters had been duped and fleeced by 
Rivera, and bad killed him, in a mo­ 
ment of passion, upon discovering how 
ho had boon cheated. 
The ablest coun­ 
sel in the city vmrc engaged to defend 
him. 
Justice and law bad no bribes to 
offer. 
Ada Rivors came frequently to 
consult me about the progress of tho 
case, and was untiring in hunting up 
testimony. 
I was, at each visit, more 
and more struck with her intMiso desire 
of avenging her father, although this' 
desire seldom found espicssion in ar­ 
ticulate 'svords. 
It whs evident this was 
now tho master passion of horsoul, and 
that it absorbed ail her thoughts and 
energies. 
This intenso thirst for re­ 
venge appeared so strange and unnatu­ 
ral, in a girl of her tender- age, as to 
scud a shiver through my heart, and fill 
me with apprehensions of her taking 
tho law into her own bands, should Fe­ 
tors bo acquitted. 
She loved and idol­ 
ized her father with all the- ardor of her 
passionate nature, and his death had left 
her a louely orphan in tho wilderness of 
tho world, without any pillar of cloud 
to shelter her from the heat of the d.ay, 
or pillar of fire to ¡Ilumino the darkness 
of the night. 
B ut there was no tinge 
or trace of selfishness in her desire of 
avenging her father—as that feeling 
sprang wholly from her idolatrous love 
of hi.m- 
As iomo degree of intimacy had 
grown out of our business connections, 
I took oecasioii to remonstrate with Ada 
Elvers upon the • wickedness of indul­ 
ging such bitter resentment towards a 
fellow-crcature. rem inding her that it 
was not only contrary to the spirit of 
religion, but was bound to embitter her 
subscquouti life. 
- “ 1 cannot help it, sir, my father wa.s 
very dear to mo— he was all I bad in the 
wide world, and he was foully murder­ 
ed 
It is my duty to hate his murderer, 
and hate him, .I will, as long as I live,” 
she exclaimed. 
“ B ut it is very wrong in you to 
cherish such feelings. 
Peters is now in 
tho bands of the law, and to it you 
should leave him. 
The death of Potors 
cannot recall your father to life, nor 
possibly give him the least comlbit in 
his home beyond the grave. 
I do not 
see how you can repeat the L.-wd’e Pray­ 
er, while your heart ¡3 brimful of hatred 
towards a fellow-crcature, for God only 
pro'mi.sos to extend the same forgiveness 
to ws that ice do to our enemies. 
Bo 
persuaded and advised, Ad.a, to over­ 
come this unchristian feeling.” 
“ It is DO use trying to argue me oat 
of my feelings, for I must go my own 
way. 
God did 
not give us all hearts 
alike—one rock is soft,-and another 
melts when tho rain falls upon it; anoth­ 
er is hard, and defies the rain.' If you 
will only get Peters convicted, I will toil 
for you like a slave—I will worship 
you.” 
“ Rest assured, Ada, that I shall do 
iny whole duty as a lawyer, but, you 
must remember, Peters has many rich 
and powerful friends, and may escape.” 
“ lie shall not escape;” cried the girl, 
in a voice of concentrated passion; and 
I rciinquishcd the attempt to change the 
current of her feelings to a- healthier 
channel. 
A t length, after tho exhaustion of 
every dilatory pica, and legal subterfuge, 
the trial came on. 
Ada Rivers took her 
scat in the bar, by my side, and listens 
cd with outward composure to the roei- 
tal of the harrowing details of tho murs 
dor, although her extreme paleness and 
tightly compressed lipa told what an­ 
guish of heart she endured,' as well as 
what an iron will it required to check 
any demonstration’of feeling. 
The testimony was complete and over­ 
whelming. 
N ot a link iu the chain of 
proof was wanting; not an, extenuating 
circumstance was brought to light; the 
defence failed to show any antecedent 
w rong'that the deceased had done tho 
prisoner, and relied solely-upon proof of 
the good character of Peters, which was 
not of the most unexceptionable sort 
Thinking, w ith Dryden, “ that miy- 
.thing, though never so little, ' which a 
man speaks of himself, is still too much,” 
I will simply say. that I prosecuted with 
all my ability, and strained even-that to 
the utmost tension. 
Greatly to my chagrin, Peters, in 
violation of every principle of law,-and 
maxim of justice, was acquitted; but it 
is easy to pack a ju ry in a city, whcro 
purchasable men aro numerous among 
certain classes. 
I turned aro'uud, in 
order to note tho effect 'of tho verdict 


upon'Ada Rivers' 
Sho neither swoon­ 
ed, nor screamed, b u t' soemod to bo 
writhing with some spasm of acute pain. 
Immediately she left, tho court room, and 
I savr nothing more of her, 
Tho next 
day Frcceivod through the postollico, 
the following brief note ; 
J /r . JOasiinijs : 
I do not blaino you for the cseapo of 
my father’s murderer—you did all in 
your power. 
I quit .tho city at otico, 
but do not fear I shall do anything rash. 
ADA R IV ER S. 
Timij-rolled on. 
My hu?iness increas­ 
ed ilijd wTdiinod with the flight of years, 
so that I removed to a better quarter of 
tho city, and made some improvem'ent in 
m y wardrobe. 
. 
After this event, Peters led a moro 
reckless and dissipated life than ever, 
and contrived to squander . one or two 
rcspcctahlo fortunes for his weakly in­ 
dulgent father. 
Ho was finally, through 
tho^ failure of his father, in the crash of 
1857, thrown upon his own resources, 
without a dollar in his pocket. 
For 
some time he ckcd out a precarious sup­ 
port by gambling and sponging on his 
former wealthy friends,- hut at length ho 
retired to Philadelphia in quest of new 
conquests. 
Upoa meeting him suddenly in the 
streets, nearly a yc.ar after, ho- accused 
me of having interfered to break off a 
marriage he was on tho evo of consum­ 
mating, in Philadclp’nid, and with hav­ 
ing aspersed 
his character. 
I -felt 
a profound 
contempt for him; and 
so I told iiim I cared far too little for 
him to bother mysolf about him or his 
afl'airs, and that ho must never presume 
to approach mo. 
Bo gradually descended lower and 
lower in the social and moral scale, and 
became .•norc seedy in appearance and 
more slovenly in dicss, until none of 
ilia for.mcr wealthy associates could have 
recognized tho Broadway dandy in him. 
I ’ride and solf-rcspoct have died out of 
him, and he wa.s now so debased as not 
even to make any prcton.sions to tlcecns 
cy of conduct, but openly appeared ibo 
frontlcss vagabond that he was. 
It of­ 
ten occurred to mo, th.it the mere sight 
of his social and moral degradation 
would have amply gratified the revenge­ 
ful feelings of Ada Rivers, perhaps 
have excited a faint cfnotion of pity in 
her breast; and these thoughts set mo 
to Speculating, as to whatup.s and downs 
she had passed through sinco her dis­ 
appearance. 
She had buried herself 
into my memory; 
Neither the flight of 
time, nor the wliirl of busincs.a, nor di-. 
vcrsitics of life, had blotted her from the 
leaves of memory. 
I t was not love, 
but cariosity. 
I f wo gallop through a 
country, 
memory will yet carry away 
stnue handseapc, brook, morass, or moun­ 
tain peap, and it will remain for years, 
with sueh di.stiiictncss and vividness of 
outline, that we co'ald paiutit, could wc 
handle the pencil. 
W hy one object is 
thus engraven on the memory, and a 
hundred others cqu.ally noted make no 
more iiuprcs.sioa t.han tho shadow upon 
the Colds, or the sunbeams on the -water,, 
is a mystery. 
I t was so with my recol­ 
lection of Ada ^Rivers— hundreds of 
clients bad faded from my memory, yet 
sho clung to it—nay.gro'w, into it, as 
tho cedar shoots its roots into the “ clefts 
of the rock, 
and flourishes where the 
oak would wither and die.” 
B ut I am 
wandering from my story, without clear­ 
ing up my mooted point in mctiphyslcs 
or psychology, and mu.st return to it. 
per sa.Uum. 
There was an unusually daring rob­ 
bery perpetrated upoa the house of one 
of our wealthiest citizens, and much 
booty, consisting of plate and jewelry, 
carried off. 
Large rewards wore offered 
for tho recovery' of the stolen goods, 
and the police were thereby stimulated 
to unu.sual activity. 
A few days aftcr-wards a handsome 
lady called at ray office and requested a 
private interview on pro.ssing business. 
No sooner bad tho door of tho consulta­ 
tion rooni closed belrind us, tb.m my 
visitor opened the business that had 
brought her to iny office. 
“ I wish yoii to assist mo with your 
■ircsonco, in arvcsting tho men who rob- 
3cd Mr. Lucas's house. 
I know w;hora 
they aro to bo found, as well as tho sto’- 
Icu goods 
If we only hurry, tho proof 
will bo complete.” 
I adcompanicd her to the nearest of­ 
ficer, before whom sho made the oath 
necessary to procuro a warrant. 
Call­ 
ing two policemen, wc al! entered a cab 
and drove to the shop of a well-known 
Jewish pawnbroker of do'abtful integ­ 
rity, but wonderful thrift. 
After a short 
search tho goods wcro drawn out of an 
old battered sailor’s chest in the back 
room. 
The burglars wcro secreted in 
the collar of a disreputable tavern—tho 
haunt of thieves and gamblers, on tho 
same street, and were promptly scoured. 
Peters was among the nunibct. 
Tho 
trial came on. 
The proof was direct 
and positive. . B ut conceive of niy s'jr- 
prisc at finding that the principal wit­ 
ness for tho State (and my visitor) was 
Ada Rivers. 
The moment her name 
w-as railed, 
I knew her and wondered 


that I had n o t' recognized her at first 
sight. 
Sho, in conjunction witli two of 
her agents, had witnessed the whole 
affair, 
and tracked these burglars to 
to thoir hiding places. 
It turned out 
that these agents had never lost sight 
of Peters for years, hUving been really 
spies on his conduct. 
W hen the namo 
of Ada Rivers was called and sho took 
her place on tho witness stand, it was 
plain to see that Potcrs lost all heart— 
iiis h’o.ad drooped and his frontlcss look 
gavo plaooto ono of fear. 
Never bo- 
forehiid X' wttnossod-so sudden— so com­ 
plete a change in any hutrian oounton- 
anco, 
Tho burglars ,wcro convicted and 
sentenced to ten years’ confinomont. 
Ada Rivcr.s asked mo to cull upon hor 
the next day, and named the house of a 
well-known citizen. 
Curiosity would 
bavo cansod mo to call, as I expected, 
from this interview, to loarn tho out­ 
lines, at 'least, of her life. 
Nor was I 
disappoiritcd. 
Ada RiVcrs-gavc mo a 
skotoh of her life, from which, it aps 
icared that, on quitting New York, slic 
lad gono to her maternal grandfather’s 
in Maryland. 
IIo had never forgiven 
her mother for eloping with Rivers, but, 
as ho was old and forlorn, when Ada 
roaelicd liim, ho had relented, and greet­ 
ed her with a warm woleonio. 
Dying 
a couple of years after,. ho liad left her 
a very Iiaiuisomo fortuno' 
.8ho return­ 
ed to New York to wateli Potors, whom 
sho surrounded with a cordon of spic.s. 
This was her gr.and employment— to so- 
curo such proofs as would utterly dis­ 
grace and damn tho murderer of her 
father. 
“ I preferred the slow tortures of Ids 
con.scicnce, preying upon him as the 
vultures arc fabled to have preyed on 
Prometheus, to his-sudden death.— 
Nothing but a lifo-loTig torture— the pro­ 
tracted stretching of liis very soul itself 
upon the rack, could realizo my con­ 
ception of revenge; and oven then it 
would have been incompleto bad he not 
known the blow carao from the hand of 
P.-.ul Ijivor’s daughter. 
The object to 
wbicb my life bas been consecrated with 
entire singleness, having been accom'- 
plisbcd I feci like a cripple who has 
been suddenly deprived of bis crutohos 
— life has no further aim or charm for 
mo—I have no tics or friendships to 
bind me to society, so that I shall cx"- 
ciitc my long cherishod purpose, of be­ 
coming a “ Sister'of Charity.” 
Sho did join that noble sisterhood of 
heroic woHccrs in tho moral vineyard, 
and is now p.assing the evening of a 
wclDspent life in Nazareth, Kentucky, 
followed by the benedictions of thous­ 
ands v;hom she has relieved and nursed, 
when (ho “ pc.stilcnco walked abroad at 
noonday,” and the atmospbcrc 
was 
freighted with death. 
And whenever 
the “ silver cord” shall be loo.soncd, 
tbousands will exclaim, with .strc-imiug 
eves, “rcquiesc'jt in paca."

South American Earthquakes. 


W asuixotox, October 4th. 
Mr. Seward, Secretary of State, has 
received accounts of tho terrible earth­ 
quake in South America from from a 
U.nitcd States Minister Alvin P. llovey, 
doted Lima, Peru, September I4 th , as 
fellows: 
Sir: 
In my dispatches Nos. 144 an’d 
145, dated 2 i l and ‘28th of August, 
respectively, I gave you a .slight account 
of tho terrible earthquake, which, 
on 
the 13th ultimo, 
laid desolate ft large 
pnrt of Peru, and now again it is my 
painful duty to inform you that a largo 
and the moat prolific part of tho rcpub- 
lio of Eouakoc is ia ruins, caused by a 
similar shook at R 30 on the morning of 
the IGlh of the same 
month. 
This 
oarthquakc-socms to have had its centre 
ift tho province of Imbaburn, near tho 
volcano of Ocainps, about sixty inilc.s 
north of the city Quito'. 
Eigh towns, 
with the adjoining haceudias and popii. i 


lalinns, arc said to jiavo been destroyed, 
numhering from forty to fity four thou- ' 
sand inhabitants. 
The oiiiea of Otavato ' 
and Cotaoaclii, coutaiiiing rospcctivol^t 
about tviclvo and eight thousand inhab- 
isante, and both situatoii on the shores ' 
of tho Lake Mojanda, are said to bavo 
been swallowed up, -jvith their entire 
populations, and thoir sites have beoomo 
a part of tho lake. 
_ The oity df Taharra, with a popula­ 
tion of thirteen thousand, is totally de­ 
stroyed, only about throe 
thousand of 
tho inhabitants escaping, and tho town 
Atuntaquo leveled with the «arth;’bury- - 
ing all its inhabitants in the ruins.— 
Nor i.s the injury confined to tho cities 
and towns, but all the hacondlas of tho 
province, tho richest in Eouador, grow­ 
ing sugar and grain, 
and producing 
largo numbers of cattle and sheep, haye, 
as it wore, boon swept out of existence. 
(.luito did not suffer in tho same ratio 
in tho los.s of life, but its w.nlls and hous­ 
es are destroyed.' The most inhabitants, 
including tho English oLargo d’affaires 
Mr. Hamilton, with his largo family, 
were driven to tiio open square or plaza . 
ia tho centre of tho city, and ho, more 
fortunate than the others, is now enjoy- , 
iug the groat luxury of a tent; 
while 
tliuB.ands of the best citizens are without 
a shelter. 
To heighten tho gloom, dos 
spondoucy and misery of a!Í, the ' ter­ 
rific thunder storms of tho tropics seem 
to hare redoubled thoir forces, and hav­ 
ing literally deluged the whole country. . 
The Idssos in Imbabura will causo great 
suffering iu Quito, as nearly all • ncoos- 
.saries ot life fur that city were drawn ’ 
froni that province. 
The difficulty of 
conveying food from Guayaquil! will bo 
very great, as tho journey requires 
twelve days’ severe travel with mules, 
carrying small burdens', 
over tugged 
and precipitous mountains, deep gorges 
and narroiT passes. 
If relief in somo 
form is not speedily given, many of tho 
sufferers will bo compelled to roach’ tho • 
sea shore or perish. 
Extracts from private letters and pnb-¡ 
•lie documents, published in tho Lima' 
journals show the destruction and desti­ 
tution to which I have referred. 
In ­ 
deed, these shocks have almost m ined 
the republic of iicuador. 
The mention­ 
ed representations have been fully cor­ 
roborated by the st.atomens of bis E x ­ 
ec! lency Don.lnfonio Flores, 
plenipo­ 
tentiary of Ecuador in Peru. 
In P ora 
also, a.s I have heretofore informed yon, 
pro'ud and lebcllious Arequipa is level­ 
ed with the dm;!-; Arica, swept from tho 
seashore, witli' but ono solitary homso 
romaiuing, 'wbilst the district and city-of 
hlognoga, with its rich 
villages, vin- 
yariis and haciendas arc but tho wrecks 
of things that wcro. 
Il.nd the earth- 
qiiakuiii Peru taken phicc at night timo, 
as it did iu 
Ecuador, the loss of Ufó 
would have exceeded 
one hundred 
thousand souls. 
As it was, that loss in 
I ’cru i.s less, but tho loss of property is 
far greater. 
17aiit, hunger and famiuc in these 
now unhappy counlrics arc striding 
through all classes in the midst of tho 
unburied dead, and a general paraliza- 
tian of ti'.oiight and action seems to per­ 
vade tbc land. 
This is no doubt, caus­ 
ed by the eontiuous shocks since, 
and 
tho groat fear of other calamities, 
and 
to add to the consternation of tho weak, 
fearful and helpless; robbers iu somo 
localities arc said to bo sacking and pil- 
laginy everything within thoir roach. - 
I take pride in informing you that 
Roar Admiral Thomas Turner, Captaia 
iMcDougal, 
Commanders Jam es II , - 
Gills,.James 3. Thornton, Austin Pon- 
dorgr.ast and tlio other officers and 
crews of their commands ia our navy, 
near the scene of danger, have dono all 
that noblo-hoatrcd, brave s-ailors could 
do to alleviate the sufferings of all with­ 
in their reach.

Tlie Transactions of the Connecticut Suite 
Medical Society contain a jiaper Iroin I’rol'cs- 
sor S. G. 
Hubbard, of New Jhiven, in rela­ 
tion to the cure of the late Ilcv. Jcrcuiiaii 
Day, former President of Yale College, of 
tubular consumption. President D.ay, during 
early life, gave little promise of leng life, and 
when in 1780, in his seventeenth yejir, he 
entered Yale College, he was soon compelled 
to leave from pulmonary dillieiilty. 
He ralli­ 
ed, however, and was able to finisii the course 
and graduate in 170.0. 
He was very feeble, 
however, for many years. 
He became a eler- 
■gyman,, and in 1801, was elected Professor 
of Mathematics and Natural History in Col­ 
lege. 
But ho could not undertake the duties 
A n alarming hem orrageof the lungs prostra- 
.......................... 
■ ■‘learnedly” 
ted him, which was treated “ learnedly” by 
bleedings copious enough to have charmed 
•veu Doctor Sangrado. 
He went to Bermuda 
where he was plied with digitalis to such an 
extent as almost to take w hat little life was 
left. 
Ho cameback to Ids native town, W'tish- 
iagton, Conn., to die 
de suffered from continued hemorrhage and 
repeated venecections, 
till lie Iia¡ipeued to 
meet Doctor Sheldon, of Litchfield, wiio iiad 
made the treatment with iron a lioiiby. 
lie 
expressed a belief that Mr, Day could be hel­ 
ped. 
Though the case was regarded as hojic- 
less, the patient was placed under tlic care of 
Dr. Sheldon, who treated him with iron anth 
colisaya bark, fcodiiig him carefully with 
nde 
wholesome food. 
Ünder tliis regimen he soon 
exhibited indications of improvement ;and 
finally, in 1803, returned home as one restored 
from the dead, in suilicieht vigor to be inaug­ 
urated iu the professorship. 
He never after­ 
wards exhibited symiitons o f pulm onary dis­ 
ease, although he had been affected by it 
more than twelve years. 
Ke lived till Au­ 
gust, 1807, nud was ninty-lWe years old at 
Ihe time of his death. 
The cavity of the thorax was examined, to 
ascertain the traces of his former nialiidy, 
Only about a p in fo f scrum was found; the 
lungs were everywhere free from tubercle, and 
were apparently liealUiy.

each lung was found a dense, corrugated cir­ 
cular cicatrix, an inch and a half or more in 
diameter. 
Also a third circular cicatrix on 
on tho left side of the left lung, a few indios 
below tho apex, eacli involving such a déptli 
of issue as to indicate tliat the vomicc of 
which they were the remains had been large 
and of long duration- 
Both luugs were
